NARRATIVE 


On 4/19/19 at 1529 hours, Officers Elrod #2056, Kresley #1826, Guernsey #982, Rissetto #2700, Jensen #2146, 
Tang #877, and Tsang #1518, and I were assigned to protect the first amendme nt righ ts of demon strators gath ered 
at the Embarcadero Plaza and to facilitate traffic control during their route to the^^^ building All 

officers were under the supervision of Sergeant Parra #981 and Lieutenant Jonas #79. 

No officers at the scene activated their body worn cameras during the event in accordance with Department General 
Order 8.10 (Guidelines for First Amendment Activities) and 10.11 (Body Worn Cameras). 

The demonstration consisted of approximately forty adults and children. The demonstrators held up signs stating, 
"Gov Newsom Make PG&E Public." The demonstrators made their way westbound on Mission St along the north 
sidewalk and then northbound on east sidewalk of On ce the dem onstrators reached ^^^^|St, they took 

the street and blocked the number one to number three lanes of At Lt. Jonas' direction, officers blocked the 

indicated three lanes of traffic for the demonstrators safety and directly southbound vehicle traffic toward Mission St 
on the number four lane of Beale St. 

Approximately half the group of (SI) adults and children then vandalized the (D1 )street with brushes using a variety 
of colors. The words said "MAKE PG&E PUBLIC" along with a caricature of Smokey Bear and the words "NEWSOM 
+CPUC 3 ONLY YOU CAN PREVENT PG&E MEGAFIRES". 

After the group chanted multiple chants, and distributed pamphlets to pedestrians and passing vehicles, they 
dispersed on their own at approximately 1700 hours. 

I took three photographs of the vandalism and attached them to this report. I placed the photos onto a (El) CD and 
later booked it as evidence at Central Station. 

Lt. Jonas requested DPW to respond to the scene. Two DPW workers arrived with two trucks equipped with power 
washers. The workers took approximately fifteen minutes to wash out the paint. 
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
